Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claim(s) 16-19, drawn to a method for milling spiral bevel gears and hypoid gears. 

Group II, claim(s) 20-30, drawn to a profile-sharpened or profile-sharpened and additionally 
form-ground bar cutting blade for milling spiral bevel gears and hypoid gears. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the method of Invention I with the use of a cutting tool can be 
practiced by another material different cutting tool other than that of Invention II that does not 
require the specifics of the cutting blade tooth and flanks structure of Invention II.
